iicnt  of  those  ohjects.  and  so  little  eomim'nsnrate  with  the  acknow- 
1  means  of  the  memhers  of  onr  communion  in  Lwaieral.  It  s»-cins 
il  to  ronclnde.  that  those  who  profess  an  atta<-hment  to  onr  (’hnrch, 
•onsider  her  as  challeiieintr  tln'ir  decided  jin'lerema*.  on  account  of 
postolical  discijiline  and  doctrine,  and  her  suhliine  and  evanm'lical 
ions,  would  trladly  avail  thom.s<‘lv<“s  of  «'>very  opportunity  of  eontribn- 
iicir  e.vcrtion.s  for  the  promotion  of  her  prosperity,  for  the  lentithen- 
hcr  cords,  and  strenjiheniii'y  of  In  r  slakes,  in  iliose  parts  of  our  dio- 
wlicn*  she  is  at  present  hardly  known,  lint  wliereshe  could  he  aiispi- 
V  established,  were  it  in  the  power  of  tliis  Soi  iety  to  e.xtend  promjtt 
ificient  aid.  From  many  localities  of  our  state  the  earnest  cry  has 
f,(jed — Come  ami  help  us — hnl  the  cry  has  been  unanswered  except 
use  sensibilities  of  a  (’liristian  .sympatliy  against  which  we  coitKl  not 
3ur  hearts.  Numerous  fields  have  lieen  u  bite  unto  tlu'  har\a*st.  Imt 
ise(|uence  of  the  want  of  laliuiirei  s  to  put  in  the  sickle,  tin.*  irrain  v.  Inch 
•jospel  hushandry  iniLtlit  have  lu'cn  tiaihercd  into  the  <rarn(*r  of  the 
,  lias  been  sutlered  to  fall  to  the  n'roiind.  Can  any,  who  estimate, 
r  decree,  the  value  of  immorttil  souls,  and  feel  intc'rested  in  tlu'ir  sal- 
who  are  sensible  ol  the  olili'jations  wliieli  tlieiinspeakalile  mercies 
irdeiuplion  have  devolved  upon  them  ;  whosi*  hearts  ijlow  with  lo\»*  to 
,tt  Saviour  who  died  for  them,  and  tor  his  saki*  u  itii  m  iit'roiis  interest  for 
Knr  fellows,  objects  alike  of  his  eternal  r<*(l(‘mption  ;  and  who  are  sensilih- 
lattlie  reality  of  their  love  and  LMalitiide  I'an  be  I'vinced  only  ii\  a  eompli- 
loe  with  liis  commaiuis  and  by  an  enirrossiinj  w  i>h  and  unceasini:  en.lea- 
v,ur  to  advance  his  kin'.^iloin  and  accomplish  his  blessed  will. — especially 
il  that  wav  indicated  by  all  those  injiinctions  wbicb  resjiect  tin*  advance- 
lu’iit  of  his  Church,  and  the  consequent  spread  of  those  glad  tidiinjs  of 
plication,  which  it  was  tlu*  object  of  bis  ow  n  advent  to  announce,  and 
vhiciihc  has  made  obligatory  iqion  all  his  discijiles  to  the  end  of  time*  to 
ISO  their  respective  exertions  to  extend  not.  only  to  those  who  are  sittiiny 
a  the  region  and  sliadow  of  spiritual  deatli.  but  pre-emiin*ntly  to  those  who 
.till!;  ill  a  Christian  land,  and  being  in  a  ipialilied  sense,  ftiemliers  of  the 
iousehuld  of  faith,  are  yet  without  the  means  of  worsliipjiiiiLMlieir  ( lot! 
wid  i'avioiir,  and  in  a  <jreat  measure  i'jnoraiit  of  the  nature  ot'  bis  irn-it 
Silvation,  itsdiitiesainloliligations,  itsctinsolation  and  hopt's — ( 'an  any.  we 
{fx.  who  entertain  such  views,  be  indllii  rent  to  the  claims  tif  a  Societ  v.tlie 

I  iiject  of  which  is  to  relieve  these  distressing  wants,  ami  to  accomplish,  as 
ar  as  its  means  will  enabh*  it,  tlu-se  glori.ais  ends?  Ami  we  n'cogni/e  an 
ox^iccial  claim  in  this  Society,  to  the  support  of  every  real  friend  to  our 
(hurch,  in  the  circumstance  that,  by  its  coii'titutiun.  its  operation  may  bo 
aaile  to  cover  tlie  whole  grouiitlol  tlie  exigencii  s  wiiicli  \N-e  have  noticed.  ! 
Are  .Missionaries  wanted  ?  It  is  one  of  tin*  prineij>a!  objects  ol'  tin*  .''ocietv  ' 
10  fiinii'Ii  them.  .\re  Prayer  Pooks  reipiired:  It  Ins  ever  lieeii  a  fat  oiir- 
iie  object  of  the  Society  ti>  sup])!y  tie*  demam!  as  far  as  jira.ciicidih-.  Are 
iWre  young  men  of  proinising  talents  and  piety  .  wlio.se  liearts  have  lu*en 
luniod  to  the  ministry  of  the  churcli,  wlio,  in  cousecjiieme  of  tln  ir  limited 
means,  have  not  been  able  to  giv<*  tli(*iiiselv.'s  up  nitii  ely  to  the  tittaininent 
ej  tile  reijuired  qii.tlilieallon  ’Flie  .issiNt  ui;.  I'f  the  Soci,  ty  ha',  in  iiuinv 
cases,  been  extended  to  such — and  tis  it  is  lielicved  to  be  a  ii*  'st  impiirtant 
provision  of  our  constitution,  the  aid  in  funire  i‘\lend(*d  to  >ucli  beneficia¬ 
ries,  will  bo  limited  only  by  its  means,  And,  if  notliing  lias  iieen  said  of 
ilieprc-oininent claims  of  the  irord  ot  lif  r — it  is  not  because  tli(*y  are  ovi  r- 
iooked  by  the  Society — hut  in  consiMpn  nce  ot'  the  siqierior  facility  and 
tdvantage  ot  supplying  the  demand  for  it  Ironi  another  soiiree — it  has  not 
iicrn  bromght  within  our  ojieratioiis. 

The  Society,  thus  hranehiiig  out  into  every  department  of  Christian  duty 
iiid  charily,  ought  to  engage  not  the  lavourabh*  wishes  and  prayers  oidv 
feverv  hpiscopalian,  but  bis  active  co-ojieration.  ami  his  liberal  aid  ac- 
ording  to  tlie  degree  in  which  he  lia.s  been  lilessed  bv  a  inmcilid  pro\  i- 
ence. 

During  the  first  years  of  Its  existence  Its  prosj.prlty  and  iiillucnce  were 
mswerahlo  to  the  most  sanguine  evpciaiion- of  its  friend',  and  with  the 
dessing  ol  Him  to  whose  service  ami  glory  it  was  consecrated,  it  was  sub- 
h-'nient  to  much  good.  l»y  meaii' of  tlie  ol’icient  .serv  ieesof  tin*  imh'fa- 
5gsblc  and  worthy  missionaries  it  w  as  emdiled  to  send  out.  of  the  gn'at 
M'.inluT  ol  Prayer  Hooks,  and  interotiiig  ami  instructive  tracts  it  distrilm- 
■cd.  it  is  confidently  believed  much  benefit  w  as  acliie\  (*d.  'I'lie  Clmrcli 
Was  planted  in  many  places  wliere  sin*  bad  been  theretofore  mikmnvn — 
iiid  in  many  otlii’is  where  she  had  Iieen  <»nee  established,  but  wliereshe 
was  now  verging  last  to  extinction,  her  few  disheartened  friends  w  ere  en- 
rninagcd,  and  roused  to  the  noble  deti  rminatioii  of  rescuing  the  church  of 
dicir  lathers  and  ol  their  love,  Ironi  such  an  issui* :  ami  w  e  cannot  forg<*t 
low  our  spirits  were  cheered,  and  our  lioju's  brigliti'iied.  bv  tin*  earlv  re- 
forts  ol  our  missionaries,  communicaling  the  favourable  results  of  their 
iHlioiirs,  by  which,  under  Cod,  more  than  om*  waste  place  seemed  to  have 
Wii  repaired,  and  many  desolations  made  to  ri'joiee  and  lilossoni. 

Hiis  pleasing  state  of  tilings,  while  it  reali/.ed  the  views  of  the  founders 
''ftlii>  institution.  alVorded  an  almndant  proof  of  its  salutary  inlliience.  and 
V' 'is an  earnest  ol  w  hat  could  have  Iieen  done,  liad  tlie  funds  bec'n  eoin- 
inensnrato  with  the  grow  ing  demands  upon  tlieiii,  and  had  it  continued  to 
Of  patronised  and  supported  by  tin*  membi'is  of  our  communion  in  a  de- 
, tree  at  all  eorresponih-nt  to  its  claims,  or  to  the  constantly  opening  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  tin*  ('xercise  of  its  benelicence. 

lhat  this  has  not  been  the  case,  truth  compels  us  to  stati* — and  wa*  do  it 
''iili  the  view  of  sujH  radding  to  all  tlie  other  motives  vvbicli  ought  to  en- 
s'lge  episcopalians  in  its  belialt,  a  sense  ot  their  backw  ardm*ss  and  liike- 
"nniiness  in  a  cause  which  pre-cmim'iitly  exacts  their  best  ellbrts  and  their 
most  generous  support. 

Instead  of  our  ex<*rtions  keeping  jiaci*  with  increasing  exigencies,  they 
|tnvcl„}en  evidently  declining — and  we  have  to  regn't  that  tlimigh  pei^ 
Imps  the  report  ol  flic  past  year  may  [in’sent  more  subjects  of  rongratulaton 
lotlietriends  of  the  Sociely.iliantliat  of  the  pn*cedinj;  year — vet  that  it  w  ill 
not  he  such  as  we  could  have  wished  for  our  own  gratification,  flu;  honour 
J^i  our  (  hurch,  and  tlie  !;lory  of  ( jod,  to  liavi*  jiri'sented.  It  w  ill  be  seen, 
mwever,  that  your  representatives  have  done  all  they  rotild — and  that  the 
operations  of  the  Society  have  been  liiniti'd  only  by  llie  scantiness  ofits  funds.

W  e  beg  leave,  liv  w  av’  oi  signali'/.ing-  tlu  encouraging  fiicts  abovt*  stilted, 
in  rcic'eiu'i'  to  the  fudldii'g  ot  <  'Ic’rciie-  -  lin  to  call  tin*  particular  iittcn- 
tioiiof  oui  con'liiiicnts  to  l!u‘iii.  it  w  ill  be  seen  tliaf  oiu*  lias  been  c(.Mnph‘t<*d 
iit  Prow  nsv  ilh*.  and  that  i't  ( 'oiiiu'lsv  ilh*  a  similiir  meiisnre  was  in  agitiition, 
iiiid  that  in  other  places,  w  lu'n*  tlu  re  existed  houses  of  worship,  the  friends 
of  tlu*  I'luirch  had  Iieen  roiiscd  to  reiievvt'd  ellorts,  iind  were*  disjihiving 
their /(’id  in  O'piiii  ing  and  rendering  them  more  connnodioiis. 

'The  trustees  had  long  w  i'licd  to  extend  tlu*  aid  of  the  Society  to  the 
estalilislmu'ut  of  :i  .Missioii  in  the  liorough  of  Heading,  which,  from  its 
situalioii  and  population,  has  been  considen'd  a  place  of  consideiiible  ini- 
jiortancc. 

T'licli  wishes  h.'ivc  I'Ci'ii  gratllicd  liv  tlu*  settlement  tlu*re,  as  their  .Mis- 
s'lonai  v  .  ot  the  Hcv.  .Mr.  Diivis,  I'roiii  tlu*  dioC(*s(*  of  North  Ciirolimi.  Hi* 
coinuu  nc*  (I  his  hiliours  In  tlu*  latti'r  pint  ol  .linu*  hist. 

I  ’lioii  his  arrival  in  Hoiiding.  lu-  found,  to  iill  iijipcaranci*,  the  auspicious 
moment  had  jiiisscd  bv  for  iimkiiig  a  successful  (‘lUirt  in  lu  liiilf  of  llu* 
('burch.  T'lu*  I'.nglisb  part  of  llu*  |iopulation  being  compiirativ(*ly  small, 
bad  been  for  sonu*  vc;ms  siqqilied  w  ith  tlu*  services  of  ii  minister  of  the 
I’resbv  tcriiin  (h'luuiiinalion.  under  w  liosc  iiiispices,  it  luid  b(*en  finally  de- 
teniiincd  t(ier(*ct  ii  luiiise  of  worsliip  .sutllciently  huge  to  accommodate  iill 
tlu*  Ihiglisli  iiiliiibitiints  of  the  borough.  TTiose  tii(*ndly  to  this  object  b;id 
iiccordinglv  bcc'ii  wiiitcd  on.  their  contributions  obtained,  iind  tlu-  liuilding 
commcnc(*d  before  bis  iiirival.  Tndi'r  these  circinnstiinces.  llu*  decided 
li  iends  of  tlu*  Chnrcli  being  few  in  mnrilu  r.  and  a  coiisidei  iibh*  requisition 
having  been  reec'iitlv  made  on  tlu*  inhabitiints  for  tlu*  iibove  objects,  onr 
.Missiitiiiii  V  could  not  but  lu  somewhat  diseonraged.  Put  until  evc’iy  pni- 
per  expedient  and  exertion  bad  been  imide  for  tlu*  arcomplislnnent  ol  lii.s 
oliject,  li(*  wiis  dcteriiiined,  w ilh  divine  li elp.  not  lo  abandnn  idl  luqie  of 
siieeess.  T’o  this  determination  lu*  was  prompted  iind  encouraged  hy  the 
ze.il  iind  energy  of  llu*  few  who  were  foremost  in  this  good  cause.  Cpon 
il  mutual  eonsullation  upon  tlu*  .siilij(*ct,  it  was  resolved  to  retiiin  onr  .Mis- 
sionarv.  iuid  to  mis  *  a  eontribiition  for  his  serv ices  equal  to  what  lu*  n*- 
reived  from  tlu*  Society.  A  commodious  romn  was  ininu*diatcly  jmicur- 
I'd.  iiiid  he  roinnu“net*d  hi'-  labours  among  them.  As  be  bad  be(*n  tiiiiglit 
lo  expert  little,  lu*  Wits  not  disappointed  at  the  small  number  w  bicb  gi'ue- 
ridlv  composed  bis  eongregiition,  sometlines  not  mon*  tliiin  40.  iind  tlu'n* 
vvi  i'e  eireumstiinees  vvliieh  forbiid  him  to  despair  of  (*stiiblisbinjg  the  Clmrcli 
upon  il  jii'rimmeni  foinidatum.  He  lias  li(*en  mueli  encouraged  by  the  fa- 


aiul  from  the  sincerity  and  ardour  of  his  piety,  much  fruit  unto  holiness  in 
tjig  sphere  of  his  labours. 

It  was  thought  highly  important  that  the  village  ofllamilton — where 
religious  serv  ices  had  for  some  years  Iieen  pel  formed  by  the  missionaries 
ol  the  .''oeiety — should  again  be  occupied  jis  missionary  ground.  The  de¬ 
sign  was  not  to  restrict  the  missionary  to  tlmt  v  illage ;  but  the  hope  was 
entertained  that  some  arrangement  would  be  made,  bv  which  he  might 
dividejiis  services  bctvvyen  that  village  aftid  Mantua.

I  he  ’Missionary,  the  Rev.  Kdward  Il.^TJppitf,  was  engaged  in  the  du¬ 
ties  ol  Ills  ajipointmeit^y  tor  nearly  live  months,  during  which  time,  gene¬ 
rally,  (‘very  Smiday  morning  he  jierforrned  .service  and  preached  in  the 
academy  in  the  village. 

Ill  consequence  of  the  prior  engagement  of  the  academy,  by  another 
n  ligions  sorictv  oii  the  evening  of  Sunday,  the  missionary  could  not  have 
(-V(*ning  s(*ivic<',  as  was  contemplated  when  he  entered  upon  his  mission, 

1  iuise  who  ix'side  in  the  village  during  the  summer  season  only,  must 
nec(*ssarily  constitute  the  greater  part  of  the  materials  of  the  Fpiscopal 
congr(.*gati(in — as  a  large  jiroportum  of  tlu*  stationary  population  haveron- 
nected  themselves  with  other  congregations.  The  former  having  been, 
during  tlu*  last  sinnincr,  very  few,  owing  to  the  prevailing  sickness — the 
eongr^gation  has  generally  been  small,  averaging  about  forty. 

'I'lfc’rt?  !iav(*  been  subscribed  for  tlie  erection  of  an  Episcopal  Church  in 
Hainil^flt,  villagi*,  a  litth*  more  than  .<"2,00<f — of  which,  .“ji'DOfX)  have  been 
collected  and  arc  now  deposited  in  one  of  the  Iwnks  of  this  city. 

Our  hearts  have  been  frequently  pained  by  the  necessity  we  were  under, 
of  returning  iinfavoiirahle  answers  to  very  many  calls  for  missionary  scr- 
v  iees.  T'here  is  indeed  a  lamentable  want  of  missionaries.  Twelve  at 
least  could  be  n.sefnlly  employed  in  our  state — and  ardently  ought  we  to 
pray  to  the  laird  of  the  harvest,  that  ho  would  send  forth  labourers  into  his 
liarv  cst.  Letters  have  been  wiitti’n  lo  the  professors  of  the  (ieneral  Semi¬ 
nary.  and  to  Connecticut,  upon  this  suliject,  but  without  success. 

rnsuecessful  etVorts  were  also  made  to  procure  a  missionary  to  travel 
tlnoiigh  tlu*  northern  and  middle  sections  of  the  state — comprising  immense 
tracts  of  country,  which  have  never  yet  been  trod  by  the  feet  of  an  F.pi.s- 
eopal  minister — and  which,  from  their  growing  population,  and  from  the 
migration  thither  of  niauyof  the  members  of  onr  Church,  present  a  sphere 
of  opi'rations,  wliieh,  had  we  the  means,  might  be  improved  to  the  most 
lieneticial  results. 

So  limited  have  been  our  n'sonrces.that  wo  were  unable,  during  the  last 
summer,  to  employ  the  services  of  a  clergyman,  of  very  competent  and 
[iromising  character,  who  oll’ered  to  engage  as  a  nii.ssionary. 

Flattering  prospects  have  op(*ned  at  Franklin,  Aleadville,  Bedford, 
IMiillip'^liiirg — in  Suscjiiehannali  and  Pradford  counties — up  the  western 
bl  anch  of  tlu*  Stisqueliannah — from  all  which  places,  urgent  cries  for  help 
have  ii'ach'’;i  us  ;  hut,  iVoiii  want  of  fuiiils,  we  could  extend  them  no  as- 
sisianci . 

W'c  have  r(*gard<*d  our  fi  iends  in  Susijnehannah  and  Pradford  counties 
with  <  sji(*cial  interest.  T’hey  display  the  very  uncommon  spectacle  of  a 
iniinlicr  of  Fjiiscopalians,  separated  for  a  longtime  from  the  ministrations 
of  their  Church. and  yet  not  only  retaining  their  former  attachments  to  hcr 
doftrine ;  discipline,  and  w  lUsliip,  but  even  increasing  in  zeal  and  numbers, 
and,  notwithstanding  some  unfavourable  circumstances  of  their  condition, 
and  tlie  freipicnt  disappointment  of  their  hopes  of  procuring  from  us  mis¬ 
sionary  aid,  they  continue  sicadtasl  in  tlie  faith  of  tlieir  fathers, — and, 
looking  Uirward  to  the  time  when  tlu-  (Jreat  Head  of  the  Church  will  seiifl 
them  a  jiastor,  they  are  plying  all  their  exertions  in  the  building  of  a  house 
of  wor.shiii,  and  in  cenienling  and  enlarging  tlu*ir  little  society  We  have 
manifested  onr  favourable  wishes  in  their  behalf,  by  contributing  to  them 
the  amount  of  the  required  glass,  nails,  and  paint — which  they  must  con¬ 
sider  only  as  an  earnest  of  w  hat  we  would  do  for  them,  were  our  means 
commensurate  with  the  interest  ilu'v  have  in  oiir  hearts. 

It  (Might  to  be  mentioned,  that  these  worthy  and  interesting  people,  have 
been  visited,  dining  the  past  y(*ar,  by  the  Rev.  S.  Sitgreaves,  of  Wilkes- 
harre,  w  hose  services  were  liigdily  appreciated  and  most  thankfully  ac- 
'  know  lodged.  Helms  mad(*a\(.*iy  full.  sati.sfactory,  and  interesting  re¬ 
port  coiHU’rning  the  pro'pei'ts  of  the  Church  in  that  quarter — w  hich  no 
Churchman  can  read  wiihoiit  foiling  his  heart  burn  within  him  to  do 
something  for  our  .steadfast  hrethn'ii  there.  May  tlu*  Lord  rememlier 
them  fi  r  good  !  T  hey  ha\(*  been  more  recently  visited  by  the  Rev.  3Ir. 
Hiihliard.  who  has  confniie.  d  the  favourable  impressions  previously  made 
i  in  their  behalf. 

.Much  enconragemeiit  is  ,;1'0  given  lo  believe,  that  in  the  vicinity  of 
Monlrosi;  and  Silve  r  Lake,  iu  Susiinehannah  county,  congregations  could 
b(*  organized  and  cluirclies  luiilt,  were  we  enabled  to  aid  the  incipient  ex¬ 
ertions  ol  our  lireilnen  tln'ii*.

We  have  had  much  cam  e  to  regret  our  inability  to  sujijily,in  any  adequate 
degree,  the  demand  for  Prayer  Pooks — considering  how  essential  they  are 
to  the  due  and  permanent  organization  of  our  Churches,  it  is  certainly 
matter  of  deep  reproach  to  us  that,  in  this  respect,  we  have  done  so  little.

UTILITY  or  MISSIONS. 

Several  years  since,  a  po  ir  but  pious  man,  re¬ 
moved  b.s  faiiiib  from  tiiis  Slate,  into  the 
northern  part  ot  the  State  of  New  York.  Here 
he  built  lum  a  little  log  cabin  in  the  wilderness, 
snut  out  as  lie  sutiposed  trom  all  (,'hristian  so¬ 
ciety,  anil  all  prospects  of  usefulness,  save  in  his 
own  domestic  circle,  w  liere  lie  h  id  erected  tlie 
l.imily  altar  on  lii->  tir^t  arrival.  Neighbours 
gradually  began  to  come  around  him,  though 
not  ot  a  kindred  spirit.  For  a  very  considera¬ 
ble  time,  the  solitary  Christian  saw  the  Sabbath 
dishonoured  and  profaned,  and  wickedness  ra- 
yiidly  increasing,  w  ithout  any  hojie  of  his  being 
able  to  check  the  current.  His  neighbours 
would  spend  the  Sabbath  in  drinking  whiskev 
at  each  other’s  houses,  or  in  tapping  tlieir  trees 
and  boiling  the  sap  into  sugar,  or  collected  in 
parlies,  they  would  go  out  and  hunt.  He  w.as 
alone,  and  knew  no  other  Christian  in  that  re-  j 
gion.  At  length  he  came  to  the  bold  resolution 
ol  establisbing  a  meeting  al  his  own  house.  'To 
accomplisli  this,  after  having  fasted,  and  praved 
♦or  divine  assistance,  he  informed  his  neigh¬ 
bours  that  if  they  would  assemble  at  bis  bouse 
on  tile  ensuing  Sabbath,  he  ‘  would  ri-ad  a  ser¬ 
mon,  and  riiake  a  prayer.’  He  ne.xi  split  a  tree 
and  hew  e  l  it  into  rough  lienclies.  Tlie  novelty 
of  the  ])ropos'.il  lilled  the  little  cottage  with  at¬ 
tentive  liearers.  'I  bis  w•a^  the  first  Cliristian 
meeting  in  that  region.  .\t  t!ic  close  of  it,  a 
second  was  jiropov  I,  and  met  with  a  hearty 
approval.  'I'lie  iiiaii  continued  liis  meetings, 
and  had  hearers  from  ten  ami  twelve  miles. 
'I’his  brought  him  in  contact  w  ith  two  or  three 
other  pious  men,  who  like  liimself  bad  been 
mourn  ng  in  secret  jil.ires,  without  know  ing  of 
1  each  otiier’s  existence.  Thev  united  tlieir 


on.  In  the  port  of  Liverpool,  there  are  thirty  j 
hoarding  houses  of  this  descrlpti/m.
